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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The. following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,2,4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Abiusoetal (US 5,213,576). 

Abiuso et al teaches an elongated tube (28) with side ports (34) and an elongated 
porous insert (40) with pores around 15-30 microns positioned concentrically within the 
tube and bonds along the length of the porous member with an annular space of 
approximately 0.0 microns. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Abiuso in 
view of Burns (US 5,032,113). 

Abiuso disclose the catheter as above, but do not disclose that the porous member is 
not concentric with the outer tube. Burns discloses a catheter with inner (18) and outer

form 
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(12) tubes wherein the outer tube and inner tube are not concentric (Fig 1 1 or Fig 1 3). It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to make the tubes nonconcentric as a matter of obvious design choice. 

5. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Abiuso 
in view of Reynolds (US 5,370,610). 

Abiuso disclose the invention as above but fail to teach an air filter in the flow path of 
the catheter. Reynolds discloses a catheter with an air filter in the flow path of a 
catheter (64). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include an air filter in order to prevent bacteria from entering 
the body. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 5/7/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Abuisp discloses a tube with a "substantially" consistent cross-section size, 
especially when the balloon is deflated. "Substantially consistent" does not require a 
uniform outer diameter.
